DETAILED ACTION

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 

A. Correction of Informalities - 37 CFR 1.85 

New corrected drawings must be filed with the changes incorporated therein. Identifying indicia, if 
provided, should include the title of the invention, inventor's name, and application number, or docket 
number (if any) if an application number has not been assigned to the application. If this information is 
provided, it must be placed on the front of each sheet and centered within the top margin. If corrected 
drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new drawings MUST be filed within the 
THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for reply in the "Notice of Allowability." Extensions of time 
may NOT be obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136 for filing the corrected drawings after the 
mailing of a Notice of Allowability.

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3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention : 

wherein one of the following immunoregulatory or immunomodulatory antibodies is administered 

A) anti-CD23 antibody, 

B) anti-B7 antibody, 

C) anti-CD40 antibody, 

D) anti-CD40L antibody and/or 

E) anti-CD4 antibody. 

and wherein one of the following B cell depleting antibodies is administered: 

A) anti-CD1 9 antibody, 

B) anti-CD20 antibody, 

C) anti-CD22 antibody, and/or 

D) anti-CD37 antibody. 

These species are distinct because the ingredients target different molecules which differ in structures, 
physicochemical properties and modes of actions. Therefore, they are separate and patentably distinct 
species 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claim 1 is generic. 

When applicant elects a particular combination, then applicant is invited to provide sufficient written 
support for the "particular elected combination". 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention : wherein the CD40+ malignancy is: 

A) a B-cell lymphoma or 

B) a B cell leukemia. 

If a B cell lymphoma is elected; then this application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed Group I : wherein the B cell lymphoma is: 

A) Hodgkin's Disease or 

B) Non-Hodgkin's Disease. 

If a non-Hodgkin's Disease is elected; then this application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention : wherein the non-Hodgkin's Disease is selected from 
the group consisting of the species recited in claim 14. 
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These species are distinct because the pathological conditions differ in etiologies and therapeutic 
endpoints 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

5. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic 
claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. §1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which are readable upon the elected species. M.P.E.P. § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 of the other invention. 

6. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the inventorship 
must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is 
no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship 
must be accompanied by a diligently-filed petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.17(h).
